WIFE OF DEAD MAN 
TELLS OF QUARRELS 


Woman Says Husband 
Was Beaten by Fire- 
fighter; Prisoner Claims 
Brother Fell From Bed. 


Captain Roy V. Clayton, veteran 
Atlanta fireman, was ordered held for 
the murder of his brother, C. C, Clay- 
ton, 42, of 538 McAfee street, by a 
coroner’s jury Friday afternoon after 
two children, neighbors of the fire- 
fighter, testified they saw the brothers 
fighting Tuesday several hours before 
C. C, Clayton was carried to Grady 
hospital with injuries which resulted 
in his death early Friday morning. 

©. ©. Clayton, who was an unem- 
ployed electrical worker, and who had 
been living’ with his brother, died 
without.-making a statement. Doctors 
testified before the coroner that he 
came to his death from violently in- 
flicted injuries. 

Numerous witnesses were called to 
testify regarding the relations of the 
brothers, including the dead man’s 
wife, who swore that Roy Clayton 
had beaten her husband on at least 
one occasion. She had been living, 
she said, with her father, J. O. Ewin 
an attorney who prosecuted the case, 
at 552 Parkway drive, N. E. 

Wife Tells of Quarreis. 

Before she took the stand, Mrs. 
Clayton became hysterical and was 
led from the room, but when she was 
called to the withess stand regained 
her composure and related a_ story 
of violent quarrels and blows between 
her husband and his brother. 

Two children, Lois Floyd, 10, of 

h50O McAfee street, two doors from 
the Clayton home, and Lamar 
Mitchell, 138, of 200 Orchard street, 
told the jury they saw Roy Clayton 
beating his brother's head against a 
post on the rch of his home last 
Tuesday. Efforts of Ellis B. Bar- 
rett, representing the defendant, to 
shake their testimony failed. Both 
said that the fireman beat his broth- 
ers head against the post several | 
times over a period of 15 minutes. 
' H. BR. Hightower, ambulance driver 
at Grady, the first witness called, | 
Said he was called to the Clavton | 
home Wednesday morning and found | 
the. injured man unconscious. He de- 
Ri ribed his injuries as consisting of 
bruised eyes, bruises on the head and 
laceratians, abraisions and contusions. 
He swore that Roy Clayton accom- 
panied his brother to the hospital. 

He said that the injured man had/ 
heen drinking but that he smelled. 
no liquor on the breath of his brother. |

' In a.papal encyclical he renewed 
his protests at the situation in Mex- 
ico, directed ppg se at the varied 
application of laws limiting the num- 
ber of priests in each Mexican state 
to from one for each 33,000 persons 
to one for each 100,000. 

“To approve such an inquitous law 
or to give it spontaneously a true and 
real co-operation,” the pontiff wrote, 
‘is undoubtedly forbidden and sacri- 
ligeous; but absolutely different is 
the case of him who subjects himself 
to such an unjust prescription only 
against his will and protest, and who 
does all he can to diminish the un- 
happy effects of the unha law.” 

Under his plan of formal co-opera- 
tion the pope permits the priests to 
ask permission from the Mexican 
government to exercise their ministry. 

This conduct, he wrote; “is 
fore not much different from that of 
the man who, having been despoiled 
of his possessions, sees himself forced 
to ask the unjust despoiler to grant 
him at least the use of his posses- 
sions.” | 

He charged the Mexican govern- 
ment. with “acting against the spirit 
in which the Modus Vivendi was con- 
cluded” in 1929. 

That neement regulated the oper- 
ation of the church, but, said the pon- 
tiff, many parts of it have been 
lated by imprisonment or e : 
bishops, priests and the faithful, and 
by failure to recall all bishops from 
exile. 

He urged the episcopacy and ‘the 
faithful to continue protests 
the limitation laws. Such protests 
may be in vain, he said, but they will 
serve to convince the faithful that 
the government “offends liberties of 
the church which the chureh never 
will ren -unce, even in the face of vio- 
lence of persecutors.” .

W. F. Prather, 21, Shot 
After Striking Confec- 
| 4jonery Shop Proprietor. 


A man who gave his name as W. F. 
Prather, 21, of Tallassee, Ala., was 
shot and dangerously wounded late 
Friday night by Pete Brown, proprie- 
tor of a confectionery shop at Edge- 
wood avenue and Butler street, after 
Brown said-he had been knocked down 
by the man. Prather forced his way 
into the store as Brown was on the 
point of closing up for the night, the 
proprietor reported. 7 

Prather is at Grady hospital, where 
physicians say he has little chance for 
recovery. He was shot in the back 
and in each arm. All of the bullets 
entered Prather’s body as he was run- 
ning from the place, it was said. 

Brown told police that Prather and 
another man came into his place about 


410 minutes before the shooting and 


bought soft drinks. He said Prather 
appeared to have been drinking. Pra- 
ther returned, Brown said, just as he 
was closing the door of the store an 
without warning struck him full on 
the jaw. Brown said he grabbed his 
pistol and shot five times, three of 
the bullets taking effect. Brown said 
he presumed Prather was about to 
make an attempt to rob him. 

A technical charge of disorderly 
conduct was filed against Brown and 
he was released on a copy of charges. 
The case is scheduled for hearing in 
recorder’s court at 2:30 o'clock on 
the afternoon of October 7.

OUR UNEQUAL TAXES. 

A striking instance of tax dodg- 
‘Ing, made possible by inadequate 
legal safeguards, is cited by the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch in the case of 
a St. Louis estate bringing in a 
.revenue of $56,000 last year but 
“which paid a tax of only $45.97 into 
‘the treasury of the state of Kansas. 
~The estate is valued at $1,126,000, 
.being invested chiefly in securities 
“and mortgages. 
~ Commenting on a survey taken 
“by a group of prominent Kansas 
citizens to demonstrate the state's 
need for additional tax laws, the 
‘Post-Dispatch says: 

* This is not an isolated case, it is 
‘shown in the survey. Meanwhile, la- 
borers and farmers in moderate cir- 
cumstances, who own their homes, 
paid more to the state than did many 
_wealthy persons. The survey showed 
“that estates of $10,000 or less paid 


taxes on an average of 67 per cent | 
of their value, while those of $100,000. 


“or more paid on only 19 per cent. 

* The failure of intangibles to pay 
“their proper share of the tax bur- 
den is one of the most serious fea- 
_tures of the taxation problem faced 
“by practically every state and loca! 
“government in the country. 

In Georgia the classification tax 
amendment to the constitution, 
which will be passed on by the 
“yoters at November's election, will 
go far towards lightening the bur- 
den of taxation which rea! eState 
~has been carrying in this state. 
> Under the present system of ad

gage’ on it, in most cases, pays no 
tax whatsoever. As a result, the nfan 
of small means in Georgia is car- 
rying most of the tax burden, while, 
as in the case in Kansas, those with 
fortunes tied up in securities and 
mortgages have been escaping their 
just share of the cost of govern- 
ment. 

That is one of the chief reasons 
why the farmers of Georgia are 
struggling under a load that is prac- 
tically Confiscatory and why there 
are not more home owners in the 
state. It is an evil which is direct- 
ly struck at by the proposed classi- 
fication tax amendment, which 
should, and undoubtedly will, be 
overwhelmingly approved by the 
voters in November. 


A REPUBLICAN PROTEST. 


Even so staunch a republican 
newspaper as the Philadelphia Pub- 
lic Ledger is led to protest against 
the vicious whispering campaign, 
bearing on the physical condition 
of Governor Roosevelt, which is 
being attempted in certain sections 
of the country.

democratic candidate according to the 
issues before the nation and his posi- 
tion in respect to them. 

In nearly every instance in the 
past when undercover efforts have 
been made to discredit national 
candidates through the -circulation 
of rumors which could not stand 
the light of open and above-board 
presentation, they have become 
boomerangs to the party sought to 
be benefited. 

Certainly the whisperings against 
the physical condition of Governor 
Roosevelt will prove the undoing of 
those responsible for them. The 
virility, sturdiness and fire exhibited 
by the democratic presidential nom- 
inee during the strenuous trip he 
is now making—a campaign tour

Unquestionably he is possessed 
of that physical vigor that is a char- 
acteristic of the members of his 
family, including former President 
Theodore Roosevelt. 

The affliction from which he suf- 
fered some years ago has left its 
mark only in its effect upon his 
lower limbs. Completely cured 
years ago, he is less likely than any 
other man, woman or child in the 
nation to contract infantile paralysis | 
again.

ROLAND H. NEEL, second lieu- 
tenant, coast artillery corps, observer, 
99th aero squadron, air service, 
American Expeditionary Force, 
awarded the croix de guerre of 
France for heroic gallantry in action 
with the enemy, August 17, 1918, east 
of St. Die, France. 

Lieutenant Llewellyn, acting as pi- 
lot, and Lieutenant Neel, acting as 
observer, carried on successful liaison 
with the infantry during the attack 
on Frapelle. They flew over the enemy 
lines At an altitude of only 400 me- 
ters, firing on the disconcerted enemy, 
and thereby giving courage and confi- 
dence to the American forces, 

Despite heavy fire from 15 anti- 
aircraft machine guns and several bat- 
teries of anti-aircraft artillery, they 
performed their work efficiently. Their 
plane was struck by a number of ma- 
chine-gun bullets, one of which cut 
the rudder and elevator control vires 
and caused the rudder to jam. The 
broken control wire was held and op- 
erated by Lieutenant Neel, under the 
direction of Lieutenant Llewellyn. 

Running their machine together in 
this manner they continued their lia- 
ison work until the plane began to be- 
come unmanageable, when, in spite of 
its damaged condition, they brought 
it back to the airdrome.

Health Talks |

CALCIUM FOR MIGRAINE 
HEADACHES 
I have received so many  testi- 
monials like the following that 1 be- 
gin to think there may be something 
more than coincidence in it. I wish 


our readers who have migraine would 
give the thing a clinical test and re- 
port what results they experience. If 
a thousand migraine sufferers were 
to do that, we'd have something tan- 
gible to go on:

A fair dose for 
anybody to take is 10 grains of cal- 
cium lactate (in powder or in tablets, 
or in solution in a syrupy er sweet- 
ened elixer) three times a day, after 
ood. . This should be continued daily 
for a period of not less than eight or 
10 weeks, in order to give the treat- 
ment a fair trial. After that, if if 
seems beneficial, it may be taken once 
a day or just a few times a week, or. 
in some cases a second course of 
eight or 10 weeks may be taken a 
year later. 

It is my theory or rather a theory 
which seems good to me, that the 
metabolism or utilization of caleium 
(lime) in the body is favored or pro- 
moted by the following, which .mi 
graine victims may or may not care 
to emplove along with the calcium lac 
tate medication: 

1. Exposure of the naked skin tu 
sunlight, or if sunlight is not avail- 
able, then ultraviolet rays from any 
carbon are or mercury vapor quartz 
lamp. 

2. A daily dose of cod liver oil. 

3. In some cases parathyroid gland 
hormone—which, of course, can be 
had only from your own physician.

HOOVER ARMS PROJECT 
PLAGED BEFORE LEAGUE 


GENEVA, Switzerland, Sept. 30.. 
(P)—Hugh Wilson, United States min- 
ister to Switzerland and American rep- 
resentative at the disarmament con- 
ference, today asked that President 
Hoover's disarmament proposals be 
considered immediately by the sub- 
committee on effectives. 

He submitted the Aimerican plan in 
detail, but Joseph Paul-Boncour, of 
France, demurred at immediate con- 
sideration, insisting that first it \ »uld 
be necessary to define “effectiveness.” 
The matter was put over unti tomor- 
row. 

Meantime Paul Hymans, of Bel- 
gium, president of the League of Na- 
tions assembly, called a meeting for 
tomorrow of the league «ommittee of 
19 to consider China's protest against 
the decision by the league council 
to defer until November 14 considera- 
tion of the Lytton report on Man- 
churia. 

W. W. Yen, the Chinese delegate, 
challenged the council’s competence to 
delay consideration, contending that 
only the assembly has such authority. 
The text of the report is to be pub- 
lished on Sunday. 

The assembly, sitting as a commit- 
tee, addressed an appeal to the United 
States and other nations which have 
not ratified the protocol] for revision 
of the World Court statute to expedite 
ratification,
